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Group homes 
issue simmering

The controversy over adult 
foster homes in Romulus is 
continuing to simmer, fol- 
lowing the special City Council 
meeting with the Department 
of Social Services last week. 

The city currently lists 41 
such group homes within the 
city limits, while Barbara 
Smalley, area supervisor of the 
state Department of Social 
Services, Adult Foster Care Li- 
cense Division, says her re- 
cords show only 28 such 
dwellings in Romulus. 

The bottom line appears to 
be that some homes may be ac- 
tually unlicensed and some 
may fall under other state cat- 
egories. 

A spokesman in the City 


Clerk’s office said other such 
homes were brought to their 
attention following the nearly 
two hour meeting on Aug. 22. 

Smalley said a representa- 
tive from her department will 
be in touch with City Clerk 
Linda Choate to determine 
which figure is accurate and 
what future actions are 
needed. 

Councilman Ellis Pen- 
nington, one of the strongest 
critics of the growing number 
of foster homes in Romulus, 
admitted that Smalley was 
“very sympathetic to Romulus 
problems on this issue, but 
nothing was resolved.” 

Pennington said he planned 
to continue pressing the issue, 
until other western Wayne

Violent or disruptive stu- 
dents, who have been sus- 
pended from other school 
districts, will now find it diffi- 
cult to enroll in the Romulus 
Community School District, 
Assistant Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Terrel M. LeCesne 
reported this week. 

LeCesne said the iocal 
school board while amending 
its Student Code of Conduct, 
added an entirely new section 
to address the concerns about 
“new students coming in after 
having been booted out of 
other districts.” 

“If a student’s misconduct in 
another district is deemed to 
be a threat to the health and 
safety of other students,” 
LeCesne said, “to prevent 
threatened disruption to the 
Romulus educational process, 
that student may be denied ad- 
mission even if the student sat- 
isfies all other residency 
requirements.” 

LeCesne continued, “If in 
the opinion of the principal, 
the student’s presence in 
school represents such a 
threat, the student will be tem- 
porarily suspended until a due 
process hearing is held and a 
determination is made.” 

LeCesne said “examples of 
gross behavior include posses- 
sion of dangerous weapons 
such as guns, knives, etc.; fight-

ing and assaults; extortion and 
gang activities; use, possession 
and distribution of drugs or 
other legally controlled subs- 
tances.” 

“School officials are wary of 
admitting violent or disruptive 
students, who have been 
ousted by other school dis- 
tricts, just because they hap- 
pened to have moved to 
Romulus,” he said. 

“So the district has put into 
place, a screening mechanism 
to closely scrutinize the back- 
ground of such students in or- 
der to protect other local 
students and employees from 
them,” LeCesne said. 


5,000 sign petitions 
against deep-well

A dedicated band of anti- 
environmental deep well prot- 
esters fanned out over Ro- 
mulus in recent weeks to 
collect about 5,000 signatures 
on petitions stating the citi- 
zens were opposed to the well 
program. 

R.R Lilly, spokesperson for 
Romulus Environmentalists 
Caring About People (RECAP) 
citizens’ group, appeared be- 
fore the Romulus City Council 
last week and presented the 
petitions to Council pro-tem 
Randy Gear. 

Lilly said 12 to 15 RECAP 
members and supporters went 
door to door throughout Ro- 
mulus to seek symbolic signa- 
tures from local residents to 
show that many residents op- 
pose the well, not “just a hand- 
ful as EDS likes to claim. 

“EDS recently released a 
so-called survey from about 
300 persons," Lilly said, "and 
we wanted to show after all the 
past talk by EDS that many, 
many persons oppose any 
hazardous/n on-hazardous 
deep injection well projects in 
Romulus.” 

The RECAP petitions 
stated, “We the undersigned 
citizens and/or property 
owners of Romulus, oppose 
Michigan s first commercial 
hazardous/non -hazardous 
deep injection well being lo- 
cated in our city.” 

The petitions provided 
space for the signers' names, 
addresses and phone nu- 
mbers. 

A number of RECAP mem- 
bers complain about the word-

Murder trial verdict 
is due on Sept. 8

A five-day trial was con- 
ducted last week before Re- 
corders Court Judge Wendy 
Baxter in Detroit and Baxter 
has revealed she will an- 
nounce her verdict on Sept. 8 
in Recorders Court Room 501. 

The defendants, Lee Gru- 
ber, 29, formerly of Belleville, 
and Kelly Gorsline, 26, are 
both accused of first degree 
murder and felony murder in 
connection with Mancine’s

Despite his attorney’s ef- 
forts to prove two Westland 
parents were intoxicated and 
pulled out into traffic in front 
of the defendant’s vehicle 
causing the death of their two 
small children, Romulus resi- 
dent Alan Paul Gervais faces 
trial on charges of operating a 
motor vehicle under the influ 
ence of alcohol causing death. 

Jimiere Adams, 5 months 
old, and her sister Laura John- 
son, a 22-month- old, died of 
head and neck injuries at An- 
napolis Hospital in Wayne fol- 
lowing the collision. 

Gervais, who posted a 
$10,000/10 percent bond, must 
attend Alcoholics Anonymous 
twice a week and is not permit- 
ted to drink alcohol. 

Testimony between the par- 
ents and police during prelim- 
inary examination in Westland 
18th District Court conflicted 
on several points. 

James Adams, the 37 -year- 
old father, testified that the in- 
fants and their brothers ages 3 
and 4, were placed in the cou- 
ple’s 1983 Chrysler New 
Yorker by their mother around 
9:30 p.m. June 17. 

Adams testified that he 
turned the car around so it was 
facing Van Born and pro- 
ceeded northbound out of the 
driveway, located at 28242 Van 
Born near Admiral Street, 
when traffic was clear. How- 
ever, he said, his vehicle stal- 
led half-way into the roadway. 

The father stopped the car, 
put it in park, shut off the main 
headlights and attempted to 
start the car to no avail, ac- 
cording to testimony. When he 
saw Gervais’ truck headed to- 
wards them, Adams leaned out 
the driver’s side window and 
began to waive his hands to 
alert the vehicle driver. 

“He didn’t slow. He was 
speeding about 70 miles per 
hour,” Adams testified. “I was 
in shock. I told my wife that 
he’s not going to stop. The next 
thing I remember is lying in 
the middle of the street,” 
Adams said, adding that he 
never heard the truck brake. 

According to testimony, the 


truck struck the driver’s side 
between the front and rear 
door. 

The mother, 25-year-old 
Sandra Johnson-Adams, said 
her husband placed the chil- 
dren inside the car and se 
cured their safety belts. 
Johnson- Adams said she was 
in the process of telling her 
children to get out of the car 
when they were struck. 

Testimony also revealed 
that an empty bottle of Royal 
Canadian was found on the 
rear floor of the parent’s vehi- 
cle. Adams denied drinking it, 
but said he had been drinking 
a 32-ounce bottle of beer prior 
to the accident. His blood alco- 
hol level measured .10. 
Johnson-Adams, whose li- 
cense was suspended, also tes- 
tified that she consumed a 
glass of champagne. Her blood 
alcohol measured .05 an hour 
and a half after the accident. 

Westland police officer 
Kevin Wojcik testified that he 
found a cooler containing a 
full beer and an empty can of 
beer on the front floor board of 
the truck. He also found two 
empty beer cans in the rear 
bed of the truck. Gervais’ 
blood alcohol level measured 
.15 after the crash. 

Westland investigating offi- 
cer James Dexter said he re- 
constructed the scene, 
determining the truck was 
traveling about 62 Mph and did 
not brake on or before impact. 

According to Dexter, the 
Chrysler was traveling about 9 
Mph upon impact and no one 
inside the car was wearing a 
seat belt. 

“None of them were belted 
in. The only one I can’t deter- 
mine is the front passenger,” 
Dexter testified. 

Based on hair samples 
taken from the parents and 
from the driver’s side wind- 
shield, Dexter said Johnson- 
Adams was the driver of the 
vehicle. Dexter added that the 
driver’s seat position was in a 
forward position for a smaller 
driver. 

“Her injuries were consis- 


tent with the breaking of the 
windshield,” Dexter said. 

Dexter added that Gervais, 
who was speeding in the 45 
Mph zone, had “very little time 
to react.” 

According to Wayne County 
Prosecutor Thomas Trzcinski, 
the use of seat belts was irrele- 
vant to the case. However, de- 
fense attorney Jerome Barney 
questioned the admissibility 
of the parents creditability. 

“This matter was consid- 
ered extensively by our office. 
We believe there is strict lia- 
bility imposed on an individ- 
ual driving above a .10 blood 
alcohol level. Gervais had a .15 
two hours and 50 some min- 
utes after the accident,” 
Trzcinski said. “The blood al- 
cohol could’ve been nothing 
but higher. His reaction time 
was diminished to the extent 
that it caused the deaths of two 
babies.” 

However, Barney argued, 
“The facts indicate that all the 
adults involved were drinking. 
The Adams vehicle darted out 
in front of Gervais when he 
had the right of way. The op- 
portunity was not available to 
my client under any circum- 
stances to avoid this acci- 
dent.”. 

Westland 18th District 
Judge Gail McKnight dis- 
agreed, “The testimony pre- 
sents an awful lot of really sad, 
regrettable factors,” however, 
she added, “The fact that the 
babies were not belted can’t 
be considered.” 

“The less than credible tes- 
timony from Mr. and Mrs. 
Adams is distressing and 
makes them less credible as 
parents of two dead babies 
ought to be. That two people 
with a .05 and .10 would take 
the babies out unbelted is ap- 
palling,” McKnight added. 

However, she said, “He’d 
(Gervais) have the right of way 
if he was going the speed limit, 
but alcohol and speeding was 
involved. That amount of alco- 
hol in his system is a fact of 
gross negligence.” 


Airport center is expanding 


A ground-breaking cere- 
mony for a 76,000-square-foot 
warehouse facility at Metro

The 72-acre center is lo- 
cated adjacent to Detroit 
Metro Airport at the comer of 
Wayne and Goddard Roads. 

The nine existing buildings 
and undeveloped land was 
purchased recently by Heit- 
man Advisory Corp. on behalf 
of industrial clients. 

Additional expansion is ex- 
pected. Heitman Executive 
Vice President Ronald Berger 
said, “We consider (the Detroit 
Metro area) a strategic region 
to facilitate national and inter- 
national commerce." 


“Metro Airport Center con- 
tinues to be successful today, 
because it satisfies a real mar- 
ketplace need for high quality 
space,” he said. 

The new facility has been 
designed for air freight indus- 
tries, as well as manufactur- 
ing, distribution and light 
industrial users. 

Current tenants of the Metro 
Airport Center include Fed- 
eral Express, KLM Royal 
Dutch Airlines, Nippon Ex- 
press, Fritz Companies Inc.

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Board members fire school superintendent

Dr. Edmond E. Beverly, su- 
perintendent of Inkster 
Schools, and the members of 
the Inkster Board of Educa 
tion, have decided “to go their 
separate ways.” 

The 52-year-old Beverly, 
who has been with the school 
system for 16 years the past 
five as the superintendent, was 


informed by letter that he 
would not to rehired, accord- 
ing to board officials. 

Beverly had been on an ex- 
tended summer vacation and 
on Friday confirmed that the 
board members planned to 
seek a replacement. 

“At this point, we appar- 
ently have agreed to disagree," 
said Dr. Beverly. “Yes, I have 
been informed of the board’s 
decision and I have retained 


an attorney to negotiate on my 
behalf. And I guess at this 
point I just want to get on with 
my professional life.” 

Calls to Beverly Johnson, 
board president, were not re- 
turned, however, past presi- 
dent of the board, Lorenzo A. 
Moner Jr., said that the board 
and Dr. Beverly “just didn’t 
agree on what direction this 
school district should go.” 

Moner said he would with- 


hold comment “at this time be- 
cause, I feel, any information 
about this should come from 
the board.” 

Moner added that the board 
has selected Quentin L. Mingo, 
principal at Inkster High 
School, to serve “the interim 
school superintendent” until a 
permanent replacement could 
be found. He said that the 
board members may make fur- 
ther personnel changes on the 


junior and senior high levels. 

Beverly is the second area 
school superintendent 
dumped in recent weeks. Dr. 
Larry Thomas, school superin- 
tendent of the Wayne- 
Westland schools, has also re- 
signed after serving as the 
head of the 16,200- plus student 
population district for only 
three years. 

A 1960 graduate of Inkster 
High School, Dr. Beverly re- 


ceived his bachelor’s degree at 
Eastern Michigan University 
where he also was awarded his 
masters and specialist de- 
grees.

A quick stop over in Wayne 
for Lt. Governor Connie Binsf- 
eld coincidentally came just 
after the announcement of 900 
new jobs at the Ford Motor Co. 
Michigan Truck Plant. 

“It couldn’t happen at a bet- 
ter time. In the last five 
months, unemployment fig- 
ures have been lower than any 
time in the past 20 years 
lower than many of the sur- 
rounding states,” said Binsf- 
eld. “It is an exceptionally 
good sign that the changes 
made in Michigan are provid- 
ing jobs for people who want to 
work and an incentive for busi- 
nesses that want to expand.” 

Binsfeld said losses of jobs 
from the closing of the General 
Motors Corp. Willow Run Plant 
had a devastating effect on the 
surrounding area, and the 
news that automobile plants 
are once again hiring gives a 
boosts to entire community. 

When asked about ques- 
tions on the minds of voters, 
Binsfeld said the impending 
birth of triplets to Governor 
John Engler and his wife, Mic- 


helle, has prompted a large 
share of the questions posed to 
her. 

“Everyone is very inter- 
ested. It was good news to all 
those close to John and Mic- 
helle. They were anxious to 
have children, and she had 
miscarried previously,” said 
Binsfeld. “We have all been 
concerned about the triplets, 
but the good news is that she is 
doing very well and the babies 
are all growing at the same 
rate and doing very well. The 
most difficult part now may be 
to keep Michelle quiet and in- 
active until the triplets are 
bora.” 

Binsfeld said the reduction 
of property taxes, schools and 
welfare reforms have also 
prompted many questions and 


comments from her constitu- 
ents. 

“People are very pleased 
about the passage of Proposal 
A. Many people that I’ve talked 
to said they had been ‘just 
hanging on’ to their homestead 
property. Many retirees said 
they had hoped to be able to 
keep their homes and remain 
in their communities, but ever- 
increasing property taxes 
threatened them,” Binsfeld 
said. “The ability of older peo- 
ple to keep their homes has a 
resounding effect on families. 
Retirees don’t have to give up 
their homes and relocate away 
from their families because of 
the tax burden.” 

Binsfeld said her constitu- 
ents are concerned about good 
schools and good education. 


“We are in a world wide 
economy, and we have to up- 
grade our educational sys- 
tem,” Binsfeld said. “In the 
past, I don't think people voted 
against schools and education 
when they turned down mill- 
age requests. They voted no’ 
because of necessity. They just 
could not afford more taxes.” 

The lieutenant governor 
said welfare reforms have re- 
ceived positive responses from 
residents, especially low- 
income working women. 

“In the past, a single-parent 
in an entry level, low-paying 
job would lose her insurance, 
but now there are waivers that 
can allow welfare recipients to 
more upwards without pe- 
nalizing them by the loss of 
their Medicaid. 

Binsfeld said the governor’s 
innovative programs in wel- 
fare reform have been recog- 
nized nationally and the state 
has become a role model for 
others. 

Between now and the gen- 
eral election, Binsfeld will be 
on the campaign trail. 

“It’s a large state with a 
good-sized population, and 
people want to hear from the 


Student prepares for college education

When Erika Ollila went off 
to summer music camp, it 
wasn't just for fun -- the John 
Glenn High School graduate 
was preparing herself for a 
college education and a career 
in music. 

The 1994 high school gradu- 
ate, who received music schol- 
arships to attend Eastern 
Michigan University in the 
fall, plans to become a high 
school music teacher. 

Ollila and nearly 200 other 
high school students attended 
the two-week Western Michi- 
gan University (WMU) music 
camp at a cost of just over $500 
per student. A veteran of the 
camp, Ollila received a $300 
scholarship the first time she 
attended during the summer of 
1993. 

Students interested in the 
program were selected based 
on their talents. The seminar 
focused on chamber music, 
providing students the oppor- 
tunity to perform in small en- 
sembles in addition to daily 
participation in band, orches- 
tra or choir. 

“The band at John Glenn 
can’t reject anybody. It’s diffi- 
cult to get everybody together,” 
Ollila said. “At the seminar, ev- 
erybody is on the same playing 
level. It’s focused more on in- 
dependence and higher level 
learning.” 

“It’s not only continuing my 
music education ... I made a lot 
of friends,” Ollila said. “Before 
I went to Western, I wanted to 
go into marine biology.

Ollila and her twin sister, 
Alyson, have been practicing 
music since the fifth grade. Al- 
though Alyson Ollila attended 
the summer camp last year, 
this year she decided to forego 
the event, preparing herself 
for college where she will pur- 
sue a degree in elementary ed- 
ucation. 

However, that didn’t stop 
the two 18-year-olds, who were 
born on July 17, from spending 
their birthday together as 
usual.

Drive at- 
tendees could also enter a 
drawing to throw the first pitch 
at the September 9 game. 
Tickets will be handed out to 
donors at the drive, in the 
event that the strike is called 
off in time for the game. 

"Although the baseball sea- 
son may end prematurely, the 
need for blood never ends. We 
still need residents of south- 
eastern Michigan to support 
the blood drive,” said Chris 
Rodgers, chief administrative 
officer for the American Red 
Cross, Southeastern Michigan 
Blood Services Region. 

Collections decrease during 
the summer months as many 
donors go on vacation. Area 
high schools donate around 9 
percent of the blood in south- 


eastern Michigan and they are 
closed for the summer and uni- 
versities and colleges have 
lower enrollments. 

Every week, Red Cross 
needs to collect 5,500 pints of 
blood to be self sufficient in 
meeting the needs of patients 
at 54 hospitals in southeastern 
Michigan. 

During the summer months, 
collections average less than 
4,000 pints a week. Three-day 
holiday weekends such as La- 
bor Day weekend worsen the 
situation because Red Cross is 
not able to collect blood on 
Monday, usually a day when 
around 800 pints of blood are 
collected. 

Platelets, a component of 
blood that aids in clotting, only 
have a five-day usable life. For 
that reason, long holiday week 
ends can jeopardize platelet 
inventories. The Tigers drive 
will help ensure this impor- 
tant component is available 
throughout the holiday week 
end and for the beginning of 
the following week. 

"Last year, more than 300 
pints of blood were collected 
in southeastern Michigan 
alone for the Tigers drive.” 
said Rodgers.

Commissioners pass tax levy

Wayne County voters will he 
presented with one more issue 
on the Nov. 8 general election 
ballot 

The 15-member Wayne 
County Board of Commis- 
sioners met and approved Pro- 
posal C last Friday, calling for 
a 1-mill property tax levy to be 
used for non-mandated ser- 
vices. Dubbed “Clean and 
Green,” the proposal would 
generate $28 million annually 
for the next 20 years to be 
spent on environmental clean- 
up and park beautification. 

“Without protecting these 
services with dedicated reve- 
nues, we will continue to see 
them cut first and most se- 
verely in tight budgetary 
times. Without foresight, plan- 
ning or funds, our parks will 
end up as vacant wastelands - 
and our contaminated sites 
will remain that way, while 
businesses opt to go else- 
where,” reads the proposal. 

Of the total projected reve- 
nues, $4 million would be used 
to bond a $40 million environ- 
mental clean-up fund; $12 mil- 
lion would be used to fund 
Wayne County parks, including 
a special $1 million annual ap- 
propriation for Belle Isle in 
Detroit; and $12 million would 
be reserved for the use of 
Wayne County communities, 
apportioned by their state 
equalized value (SEV), which 
is the method by which the rev- 
enues are collected. This for- 
mula does not take into 
account the $1 million already 
appropriated for Belle Isle by 
the county. 

Bruce Patterson, 11th Dis- 
trict Republican candidate for 
Wayne County Commissioner, 
opposes the tax increase intro- 
duced by Wayne County Exec- 
utive Edward McNamara. 

“The fact of the matter is 
that no part of the program 
which is being contemplated is 
mandated to be performed by 
the County of Wayne - it is not 
part of the county govern 
ment’s role,” he said. “Essen- 
tially. it is another example of 
creeping county government 
and its ripe for abuse much 
like the juvenile detention fa- 
cility that caused a tax in- 
crease to occur back in 1989. 


but still hasn’t been built.” 

With a current budget of 
$1.8 billion, Patterson believes 
the county commissioners 
should focus on mandated pro- 
grams or try to streamline 
their efforts with the other 
governments. 

“Wayne County is not the 
cure all for the state ills,” he 
said. “This is duplication (be- 
cause the state already pro- 
vides funds to the county to 
deal with environmental 
clean-up and park beautifica- 
tion). I’m not unaware that 
there are areas in the 11th Dis- 
trict that could benefit from 
the money and if I were a pork- 
barrel candidate, I’d want to 
get more money for that 
district.” 

Democrat candidate Ken 
Warfield sees the proposal dif- 
ferently however. 

“Citizens should take a hard 
look at this proposal, because 
it could bring over $1 million 
to our district - Wayne, Be- 
lleville, Romulus and Canton, 
Huron, Sumpter and Van 
Buren townships,” he said. 
“Depending on how many en- 
vironmental problems we have 
in the district, we could poten- 
tially get more money then we 
put in.” 

According to the numbers 
provided by the Wayne County 
Commissioners office, homeo- 
wners in the 11th District 
would contribute $2,805,122 
annually, approximately 10 
percent of the total revenue 
share. 

Warfield explained that tax 
payers should look beyond the 
district boundaries however. 

“A lot of people in this dis- 
trict would like to see Belle 
Isle as it was 25 to 30 years 
ago,” he said. “The view from 
the point is magnificent. It is 
truly one of the jewels in 
Wayne County.” 

One of the questions sur- 
rounding this proposal is why 
McNamara waited so late to in- 
troduce the proposal to the 
Board of Commissioners. The 
County Executive submitted 
the proposal days before the 
cut-off date, leaving commis- 
sioners little time to research 
the issue. 

"Historically we are conser- 
vative when we are voting to 
put things on the ballot,” said 


Bryan Amann, outgoing Wayne 
County Commissioner for the 
11th District, “but this pro- 
posal had enough merit to pass 
despite the short notice.” 

Amann was one of 11 com- 
missioners who voted to put 
the “burning issue” on the 
ballot 

“Our role is not to pass judg- 
ment or question the issue it- 
self,” he said. “Our role is to 
determine if the issue is worth 
voter’s review. It is the populist 
approach to government.” 

The county commissioner 
cited 165 cities in Wayne 
County that were in need of en- 
vironmental clean-up, one- 
third of them are in the areas 
of Westland, Canton and Sum- 
pter townships. 

“While the clean-up is not 
necessarily the responsibility 
of the county government, we 
can start the clean-up process 
and then find the responsible 


party instead of having our 
property held hostage,” said 
Amann. “We need non-pol- 
luted lands. There are three or 
four sites in Canton Township 
alone.”

Charmie Currie- Detroit; Odis 
Mathis-Detroit; Bernard Par- 
ker-Detroit; Michelle Pel- 
wecki-Dearborn Heights, 
Redford; Ricardio Salamon- 
Detroit; George Cushinberry- 
Detroit; Kay Beard-Westland, 
Garden Vity, Inkster; and Ar- 
thur Blackwell-Highland Park, 
Hamtramck, Detroit. Voting 
against the proposal were 
commissioners: Edward Boike 
Jr.-Taylor, Flat Rock, Trenton, 
Brownstown; Sue Hubbard- 
Dearborn; Thaddeous McCot- 
ter-Livonia; William O’Neil-Al- 
len Park; and Andrew 
Richner-Grosse Pointe, Har- 
per Woods and Detroit.

Injury sidelines Wheatley ‘for 2 to 3 weeks’

Tyrone Wheatley’s dream of 
owning the Heisman Trophy 
may turn into a nightmare. 

The 6-4, 230-pound former 
Robichaud High superstar, 
upon whose shoulders the Uni- 
versity of Michigan hoped to 
ride to the national collegiate 
football championship in 1994, 
suffered yet another setback in 
his bid for the trophy after he 
sustained a shoulder separa- 
tion during a scrimmage. 

The injury may sideline 
Wheatley, considered the best 
running back in the college 
ranks today, for at least the 
first and maybe the second 
game of the season, according 


to Gary Moeller, the Wolver- 
ines’ head coach. 

The Wolverines, ranked 
fourth nationally in some 
polls, will open up the cam- 
paign at 3:30 p.m. Sept. 3, host- 
ing Boston College. Then, on 
Sept. 10, U of M will travel to 
Notre Dame (No. 5), and if 
Wheatley isn’t in the Wolver- 
ine lineup his chances of the 


Heisman will diminish greatly, 
according to area coaches. 

After a bye on Sept. 17, 
Michigan takes on the coun- 
try’s second-ranked team, Col- 
orado, a team many say is 
better than Arizona, which 
goes into the season carrying 
the onus of No. 1. 

The enigmatic Wheatley 


made national headlines last 
year during the NFL draft 
when he announced that he 
would not be eligible for the 
draft and would be returning 
to the college classroom this 
fall. 

Robert Yauck, Robichaud 
High football coach who was 
Wheatley’s coach and mentor 
during his four years at Robic- 
haud, said that Wheatley 
needs to play in the Notre 
Dame game if he hopes to re- 
main a serious candidate for 
the Heisman. 

“Tyrone’s threshold for pain 
is great and, believe me if it’s 
humanly possible for him to 
play - he will play. 

“When we were involved in 
the state playoffs if you recall, 


Tyrone suffered an injury to 
his hand that would have kept 
any other player sidelined. He 
came right back the next week 
and played. The rest is 
history.” 

Yauck was referring to the 
injury Wheatley suffered in 
the first game of the Class B 
playoffs against Mt. Clemens. 
He sustained torn ligaments 
and came back wearing a cast 
on his left hand. 

Robichaud went on to win 
the 1990 Class B state football 
championship, its first-ever 
state football title. 

“Wheatley can take a lot of 
punishment,” Yauck said. “I 
just can’t see him sitting on the 
sidelines when the team needs 
him.”

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2 men accused of armed robbery face trial

Two Detroit men, who were 
charged with three counts of 
armed robbery after a West- 
land store owner helped po- 
lice nab them, were bound 
over to Detroit Recorder’s 
Court after waiving their right 
to preliminary examinations 
in Westland 18th District 
Court. 

Kurt Kevin Edwards, 32, 
and Shaun Duvall Boyer, 29, 
face maximum sentences of 
life in prison if convicted of 
the charges. 

Boyer’s attorney, Standford 
Rubecks, attempted to get his 
clients bond reduced from 
$75,000 cash to $50,000/10 per- 
cent, saying Boyer was only ac- 
cused of aiding and abetting 
by driving the get-away vehi- 
cle. 

“He was just put on proba- 
tion for carrying a concealed 
weapon ... less than two 
months before he became in- 
volved in this circumstance,” 
Wayne County Prosecutor 
Thomas Trzcinski said. “He 
was in possession of stolen 
items in the car. He had a sum 
of money on his person total- 
ing $31 in singles." the pros- 
ecutor said, adding that since 
the store owner followed them 
from the robbery site, “the 
likelihood of conviction is 
great.”

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Residents of Tae Keuk Village in Wayne understand that message. They 
have once again produced a bountiful garden this year with vegetables and 
fruits to share with friends and families. 

“It seems whatever they plant it grows,” said Sunpok Choi, residential 
manager. “They really enjoy working in the garden together.” 

The garden is one of the landmarks of the City of Wayne. For more than 
five years the residents have been caring for their garden of paradise. 

There are three residents who supervise the 74 plots throughout the garden 
which include Doo-Yang Chong, Kum-Ryon Chung and Keum-Yeo Cha. 

The individual plots also host Korean red peppers and onions. 

“It all started with a few residents who decided in 1989 that they wanted to 

have their own garden,” Choi said. “They 
began planting a few things in a small area. 

Then, slowly the other residents wanted to have their own garden. 

“Instead of just having small patches here and there, we decided to make the entire area a gar- 
den.” 

In November the residents plant garlic so by July they can harvest it. They typically begin work- 
ing on the garden in March. 

“Each year it gets better and better,” Choi said. “They keep adding things. In 1992 they even put 
up a greenhouse. It seems to have a new look from year to year.” 

There are approximately 28 Catholic Koreans at Tae Keuk who donate a portion ot whatevei they 

grow to their church in Southfield. 

“They each buy their own supplies,” Choi said. “There are some residents who can spend the 
whole day out there.” 

Tae Keuk residents also plant sesame seeds which they use to make cooking oil or as a seasoning. 
“We also plant sweet potatoes and water celery,” Choi said, “the water celery we harvest seven 
times a year. This is excellent soil, and we have a lot of green thumbs here.’

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Skills sprout 

Area youths harvest fruits of labor on Job Connection fields

A unique summer program 
has turned eight urban youths 
into gardeners and taught 
them skills that can turn into 
future jobs in the horticultural 
and landscaping fields. 

As part of the Summer 
Youth Program, headed by the 
Wayne County Job Connection, 
the eight youths teamed up to 
plant crops, care for them and, 
finally, harvest the bounty. 

“I have a real feeling of ac- 
complishment,” said Juliet 
LaFerier of Canton Township, 
who hopes to work in a green- 
house in the future. “I like the 
idea of getting a wider knowl- 
edge of plants and how to care 
for them. It is experience I can 
build on for working in a 
greenhouse and even in my 
backyard garden.” 

Inkster resident Gregory 
William, 14, enjoyed the trans- 
formation of a weed-invested 
lot into a crop producing har- 
vest, and also appreciated 
compliments that he received 
for his work. 

After harvesting the egg- 
plants in the garden at the 
Wayne County Regional Edu- 
cation Service Agency (RESA) 
in Wayne, Juliet, 18, brought 
some home to make a Middle 
Eastern eggplant dip, 
“babaganoush,” for her co- 
workers. 

Ronna Jones hopes to work 
with flowers, perhaps in a flor- 
ist shop or greenhouse, and 
Amy Vogler also wants a future 
job in a similar setting. 

Danny Schaar, 19, has not 
only learned gardening skills 
during the summer, but he was 
learned to drive the tractor 
and to make repairs on it. 



“The training it. gardening 
and also on using the equip- 
ment such as driving tractors 
and using soil tiling machines 
was the best part of the pro- 
gram,” Danny said. “We visited 
the hydoponic garden at Wil- 
low Run Farms and it was re- 
ally cool. I’d like to work in a 
greenhouse or in hydroponic 
gardening.” 

Elham Aljehaf of Dearborn 
is known to her fellow students 
as “Super Woman.” 

“Fishing in the pond,” was 
named as her favorite activity 
in the summer program. 

“She’s smart. She’s bright 
and she’s a good worker. What- 
ever you ask her to do, she 
does,” said program instructor 
Lina Pomponio. “She’s one of 
our best students.” 

The program, which is a co- 
operative effort of RESA, the 


Wayne-Westland School and 
the University of Michigan/ 
School of Education, consists 
of both employment skills and 
academics. 

“The students do landscape 
designing for the flower beds 
on the site and also work on 
academic skills related to 
their potential employment in 
landscaping and horticulture,” 
said instructor Sarah Addae. 
“On the days when it was too 
wet and rainy to work outside, 
we studied indoors.” 

On June 27, the eight-week 
program began with orienta- 
tion, hand tool safety instruc- 
tion and vegetable garden 
design. Lawn maintenance 
and flower bed design training 
was the subject of the second 
week of classes, while tree and 
shrub pruning, weeding, inte- 


grated pest management and 
greenhouse operations. 

Lawn maintenance and 
plant identification were on 
the program for the fourth 
week and computer-aided 
drafting and a one-day field 
trip to local landscape nurs- 
eries and greenhouse was 
made during the fifth week. 
The final weeks of the program 
involved garden maintenance, 
equipment repair, weeding 
and the harvesting of the vege- 
tables. 

The crop included peppers, 
tomatoes, eggplants, cabbage, 
zucchini, cucumbers, green 
beans, radishes, carrots, let- 
tuce, onions, pumpkins, 
squash and corn, which are 
sold by the youth. All proceeds 
are put into a fund to begin the 
program next year.

DREAMS: MORE 
THAN JUST 
SUGARPLUMS

Ever been chased by a pelican? 
Fallen olTa rainbow? Walked around 
your old neighborhood at night and 
couldn't find your way home? 

Maybe in your dreams. 

Dreams — those seemingly sense- 
less movies we see in our minds at 
night — are a phenomenon that's 
been around for 140 million years. 

Although we still have a long way 
to go to really know what dreams 
are all about, we have learned quite 
a bit. One thing we know for sure: 
Our dreams can teach us much 
about ourselves and our problems. 

Dreams uncover painful pasts 

In 1905, psychoanalyst Sigmund 
Freud shared his beliefs that dreams 
had deep meaning, and were impor- 
tant tools in psychological treatment. 

Freud believed that everyone has 
a place in their minds for buried or 
“repressed" information, which is 
not available to us by ordinary 
methods of recall. The buried 
information involves painful 
experiences, memories, and feelings 
related to disturbing events in our 
pasts. Although we are not aware of 
them, these repressed memories are 
still active in our lives, and influ- 
ence our current behavior. 

Dreams, according to Freud, 
could help patients uncover the 



painful 

material that was 
causing unhealthy behavior. 

By confronting these painful 
experiences, recognizing, under- 
standing, and accepting them, 
patients gained freedom to handle 
the conflict in a healthier way. 

Freud’s notions still apply today 

Today, it is widely believed that 
dreams perform a valuable function. 
When we dream, we are actually 
"thinking while asleep" — so we can 
be solving problems, easing tensions, 
and working out conflicts even when 
we're deep in slumber. Happy 
dreams may even compensate for the 
bad things happening in our lives. 

Don't feel bad if you can't 
interpret your dreams. Just the fact 
that you are dreaming means that 
you’re accomplishing something. 
And if you're one of those people 
who says, “I don't dream," guess 
what? Everybody dreams. 

So, dream on! Even while you’re 
asleep, you can gain a wealth of 
knowledge about yourself and others.

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Wedding plans can be organized 
calmly, in a stress-free manner 


Planning a wedding can be one of 
the most stressful times for a cou- 
ple, but it doesn’t have to be that 
way if it is done calmly and in an 
organized manner. 

From the time the proposal takes 
place, the various events of a wed- 
ding can be divided into checklists 
for the bride and groom. For exam- 
ple, 12 months prior to the wedding 
the couple can complete the follow- 
ing: set the date; establish a budget 
and decide the kind of wedding you 
would like; determine time and lo- 
cation for ceremony and reception; 
discuss the honeymoon travel plans; 
and contact your clergyman or the 
individual who will officiate the 
ceremony. 

There are several important 
tasks, however, the bride and groom 
must individually handle six to 12 
months before the wedding. For the 
bride, she needs to choose her maid 
(or matron) of honor and attendants 
as well as plan the reception. 

The bride must also decide on 
the color scheme of her wedding as 
well as select the wedding gown, 
veil, accessories and order atten- 
dants' dresses. If she wants to, an 
engagement announcement can 
also be sent to local newspapers 
and the groom’s home newspaper. 

For the groom, his checklist is a 
bit less. He needs to select his best 
man and ushers as well as prepare 
a guest list and make reservations 
for the honeymoon. 

Three to four months before the 
wedding, the happy couple should 
look for a new home or apartment 
and purchase their wedding rings. 

The bride at this point needs to 
complete the following: confirm 
guest list; order invitations and per- 
sonal stationary; mothers should se- 
lect their gowns; register, with 
bridal gift registry at the store or 
your choice; shop for trousseau and 
going-away outfit; make necessary 
arrangements for time off from 
work; and confirm delivery date of 
wedding gown and veil. 

The groom should select his wed- 
ding attire as well as the attire for

his best man, ushers and fathers. He 
should also give a completed guest 
list to the bride or her parents and 
make the necessary arrangements 
for time off from work. 

Two months before the wedding, 
the bride needs to address her wed- 
ding invitations, provide maps for 


out-of-town guests, order flowers, 
order the wedding cake, choose 
gifts for the attendants and order 
accessories including the ring pil- 
low, guest book, cake knife. 

The groom at this time should 
choose gifts for the best man and 
ushers. 


Approximately a month before 
the wedding, the couple can apply 
for the marriage license, make ar- 
rangements for change of benefici- 
aries in insurance policies, finalize 
ceremony details and finalize the 
menu for reception and arrange- 
ments for valet parking service. 

The bride at this time needs to: 
mail initiations; have final fittings 
for bridal gown and attendants’ 
dresses; confirm with groom’s par- 
ents arrangements for rehearsal 
dinner; attend to accommodations 
for out- of-town guests; have hair 
done as you will wear it for the wed 
ding; have the portrait taken and 
purchase the groom’s wedding gift. 

The groom should attend to ac- 
commodations for out-of-town 
guests, purchase bride’s wedding 
gift and plan the bachelor party. 

Two weeks before the w'edding 
the bride can decide on the seating 
plan for the reception and make ta- 
ble tents or individual place cards. 
She should also complete the fol- 
lowing: confirm reception list and 
inform caterer of final number of 
guests; arrange for your belongings 
to be moved to your new home; 
promptly acknowledge wedding 
gifts with thank- you notes; make a 
list for the photographer of special 
photographs you will want taken; ar- 
range for name and address 
changes for driver’s license, bank 
accounts, social security and mail 
forwarding to new' address. 

Just before the big day arrives, 
the couple together should confirm 
all times with the clergyman and 
wedding party, address announce- 
ments to be mailed on the w'edding 
day and prepare fees for the clergy- 
man and musicians. 

The bride needs to reconfirm all 
arrangements with the caterer, flor- 
ist, photographer, musicians, baker 
and anyone else involved with the 
wedding reception. 

The groom should give the clergy- 
man’s fee to the best man, pack for 
the honeymoon and pick up all 
tickets and reconfirm reservations 
for the honeymoon.

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Wedding customs remain 
traditional, are timeless 


When wedding bells start to ring, 
soon-to-be brides begin to think 
about something old, something 
new, something borrowed, some- 
thing blue. 

Remember, wedding customs 
have been a tradition carried on for 
centuries. But where did it all come 
from? 

The bridal shower, for example, 
evolved from the time a marriage 
was considered a business proposi- 
tion between the parents of the 
bride and groom. It wasn’t as impor- 
tant for the bride and groom to be in 
love as it was for the bride’s dowry 
to be considerable. 

The first shower camp about, ac- 
cording to old tales, when a poor 
Dutch miller fell in love with a 
maiden whose father forbade the 
match and refused to provide a 
dowry. The miller’s friends came to 
the rescue and showered the bride- 
to-be with an abundance of gifts. 

The following is a history behind 
other wedding customs: 

• The bride’s Handkerchief - Early 
farmers thought a bride’s wedding 
day tears were lucky and brought 
rain for their crops. Later, a crying 
bride meant that she’d never shed 
another tear about her marriage. 


• Attendants’ Attire - Why do all 

the attendants in the wedding party 
dress so much alike? It was once 
common for bride, groom and all 
their friends to walk together to the 
church. Afraid that someone - 
maybe a rejected suitor -- would 
spot the happy couple and put a 
curse on them, the groom’s friends 
wore clothes almost identical to his 
-- and the women dressed them- 
selves like the bride. 

• Over the Threshold - Because an- 
cient man stole his bride, he carried 
her over the threshold kicking and 
shouting. 

• The Wedding Ring - The circle 
shape symbolizes eternal love. But, 
in ancient Egypt before coins were 
minted, gold rings were used as cur- 
rency. To show he trusted his wife 
with his money, the Egyptian hus- 
band placed one of these rings on 
her finger. The ancients thought 
that love traveled to the heart in the 
vein of the third finger, left hand - 
just where a person wears the wed- 
ding ring today. 

• Bouquet and Boutonniers - Early 
bridesmaids’ bouquets were made 
of pungent herbs like thyme and 
garlic - not flowers. The smell was 
supposed to scare away any bad 


fairies eyeing the bridal party. 

• The Blue Satin Garter - In an 

cient Israel, brides wore a blue rib- 
bon to signify fidelity. The garter- 
throwing itself derives from a 
bawdy ritual called “flinging the 
stocking.”

• Wedding Cake - Early Roman 
brides and grooms weren't legally 
wed until they ate together. A priest 
broke a flat wheat loaf over the 
bride’s head. Then everyone shared 
the crumbs. Why? It’s the old belief 
of passing luck and fertility back 
and forth between newlyweds and 
guests. Elizabethans piled up little 
cakes and the bride and groom had 
to kiss without the stack falling.

Suspect sought in

Emergency run turns into tragedy, 2 killed

Three Westland children were left par 
entless Wednesday as a result of an early 
morning car accident at the intersection of 
Canton Center and Warren roads in Can- 
ton Township. 

According to preliminary reports, 
Samir Alfred Ansara, 44, was traveling 
east bound on Warren when he disre- 
garded a blinking red light and struck a 
Canton Rescue Squad heading north 
bound on Canton Center. His wife, Nadia 
Samir Ansara, 16-year-old daughter, Tina, 
and 12-year-old daughter, Lisa were also in 
the Cadillac DeVille. The youngest daugh- 
ter, Amy, was at a relative’s house at the 
time of the accident.

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Area man faces pre-trial for murder

A 38-year-old Wayne man was arraigned in Westland 18th 
District Court on charges of first-degree murder in connec- 
tion with the brutal stabbing death of Westland resident 
Jane Fray, whose body was found with a knife stuck 
through her mouth, according to Westland police Sgt. Terry 
Donohue. 

Ricky Alan Amolsch is accused of killing the 34-year-old 
woman at her residence on Aug. 23. The defendant is 
scheduled for a Sept. 8 preliminary examination in 18th 
District Court. 

Ms. Fray’s body was located on the bedroom floor of her 


trailer home, located at 609 Cashew Street in the Westland 
Meadows Trailer Park, according to police. 

The victim’s mother discovered the body around around 
10:52 a.m., Donohue said. According to police, the woman 
became suspicious when her daughter’s vehicle remained 
outside her trailer home after the woman should have left 
for work. 

The victim suffered multiple stab wounds in the chest, 
neck and head, Dohonue said. A long kitchen knife, be- 
lieved to be from the victim’s home, was used to commit the 
fatal act, he added. 

The 6-foot 2-inch tall, 200-pound defendant was arrested 
after neighbors reported they heard arguing in the trailer 
between 4:30 and 5 a.m. that morning. 


Westland 'hero' arrested for robbery

A Westland man who was deemed a “hero” for capturing 
the suspected assailant of longtime civil rights activist 
Rosa Parks, was arrested by federal investigators Thursday 
afternoon in connection with a “staged” bank robbery, ac- 
cording to Hank Glaspie, Federal Bureau of Investigations 
(FBI) public relations officer. 

Known by several different aliases, FBI agents believe 


the 27-year-old man’s name is Mario Jefferson. Other names 
used by the defendant are Mario Shakoor and Ramiah 
Mario Jefferson, Glaspie said. 

Jefferson was arraigned on charges of bank embezzle- 
ment in U.S. District Court on Friday. According to Glaspie, 
Jefferson was interviewed about his possible participation 
in the crime in July of 1991. Since then. FBI agents had lost 
track of Jefferson.

suspect 

convicted

The manslaughter convic- 
tion of a Taylor juvenile last 
week in connection with the 
shooting death of a former Ro- 
mulus High School football 
player has angered the victim’s 
father to the point where he 
says he may not even attend 
the defendant’s sentencing on 
Sept. 30. 

Bruce Jones of Romulus, fa- 
ther of 19-year-old Christopher 
Warren Jones, declared hours 
after the manslaughter verdict 
was announced by Recorders 
Judge Gershwin Drain on 
Wednesday morning, “I feel 
our family was robbed. But 
what is even more important, 
is the implication it has for so- 
ciety in the future." 

The Jones youth was killed 
by a single shot fired from a .22 
calibre handgun held by 15- 
year-old Nathan Younce on 
Feb. 22, outside old Mount 
Pleasant School in Romulus. 

Jones had stopped at the 
school building about 9:10 p.m. 
that night to pick up his girl 
friend, Theresa McCarroll, 
who was attending adult edu- 
cation classes there. 

A verbal altercation report- 
edly occurred between Jones 
and Younce in the parking lot. 
Police report that at one point 
Jones had a baseball bat in his 
hands and Younce had a pistol 
that had its serial number 
filed off in his hands. 

Police report Younce admit- 
ting that he followed Jones to- 
ward his vehicle and shot him 
once. Jones reportedly then 
staggered into the school and 
collapsed in the hallway. 

Romulus Emergency Medi- 
cal Technicians were sum- 
moned and Jones was taken to 
Annapolis Hospital, where he 
was pronounced dead. 

“One of the ironies,” Jones’ 
father said, “is that my son 
supported gun controls, which 
I do not He was actually killed
